The invention as now claimed is not disclosed or rendered obvious in view of the 
prior art of record. 

With respect to claims 30-31 , 41-43, 45, 47-48, 50 and 52, the prior art of record 
fails to teach or suggest, alone or in combination, the recited call processing system for 
monitoring status of a call comprising a first set of sensors connected to one or more 
subscriber or PSTN circuits, a second set of sensors connected to a call control channel 
of a next generation telephony network (NGTN) element and an event analyzer coupled 
to the first and second set of sensors, wherein the first set of sensors configured to 
sense raw call progress signaling information on the circuit, the second set of sensors 
configured to sense NGTN call control message information from the NGTN network 
element, and the event analyzer configured to selectively receive the raw call progress 
signaling information on the circuit and the NGTN call control message information from 
the NGTN network element as set forth in the recited claims.
